bring adequate relief to the peo- 
ple of the United States," he said, 
"is to set in motion . forces that 
will make economic recovery pos- 
sible.' ' 


As one of these forces, Mills out- 
lined controlled credit expansion, 
amply safeguarded by the federal 
reserve system. 


''Controlled credit expansion is 
only possible through the operation 
of that system,'' he said, "I em- 
phasize this to bring out the con 
tract between controlled expansion 
of this, kind and pure inflation, 
such as Is involved in proposals 
now before congress for printing 
fiat currency, or such as would 
result ultimately from a series of 
unbalanced budgets.'' 


On the budget question Mills 
was emphatic: 


'No other greater bftw could be 
dealt to national confidence and 
to the national credit,'' he empha- 
sized, "than the failure of the fed- 
eral government 
in 
times 
like 
these to follow a sound fiscal pol- 
icy and to balance its budget. 


"This means, for the govern- 
ment, drastic economies; .for the 
people, and additional burden of 
taxation. What is the alternative? 
Continued borrowing at constant- 
ly increasing interest rates, pro- 
gressive depreciation in the value 
of all outstanding government se- 
curities, loss of confidence and in 
the end uncontrolled inflation and 
a sad day of reckoning.'' 


Mills termed it a "most extra- 
ordinary 
and 
baffling 
paradox 
that this country, richer -in actual 
and real wealth "than anything 
ever dreamed of by any nation in 
the world,'' at the same time has 
been and is undergoing "the most 
severe depression ever experlenc- 


"I have seen nothing," he con- 
cluded, however, "even 
in 
the 
darkest hours of doubt, to impair 
my faith in the promise of Amer- 
ican life."

Hitler's national socialists are the 
strongest political party in four of 
the five German states today as 
a result of a sweep of yesterday's 
diet elections hut they still lack 
a clear road 'to control any of 
them. 


The election, which followed two 
presidential elections in which Hit- 
ler's Fascist Legions futilely fought 
to place him at the head of the 
Reich, resulted in three deaths, 
many other casualties and hun- 
dreds of arrests. 


Only in Bavaria did the Hitler- 


ites run slightly behind. 
In Prussia, where the fight was 
most bitter because of the theory 
that "whofr/er controls Prussia con- 
trols the Roich," the Hitlerite for- 
ces garnered 162 seats against the 
nine they held heretofore. 
The coalition which makes up 
the present government, also ob- 
tained 162 seats. 
The consensus 


today was that Premier Otto Braun 
of Prussia and his government 
probably would resign but that 
he would be* likely to continue to 
hold office, while a struggle took 
place over the fromatlon of a new 
workable legation.

BLUNT WARING JAPANESE 
MINISTER OF WAR GIVEN 
GOVERNMENT APPROVAL 


TOKYO, April 22.—m 


A blunt warning to the Lea- 
gue of Nations and Soviet 
Russia to keep hands off 
Manchuria was laid down 
today by General Sadao Ar- 
aki, Japanese minister of 
war. 


The warning, issued in a speech 
at Otaka before the Kokuhonaha 
Patriotic Society, necleui of the 
Japanese 
nationalist 
movement, 
was later Informally endoried In 
foreign office and in other gov- 
err.ment quarters. 
Japan's mission, he said', was to 
make Manchuria a "Paradise on 
earth, safe for everybody,"- and 
nothing the league or anybody else 
did could make her .deviate from 
that course. 
• 
After declaring Japan would re- 
sist resolutely any attempt by the 
league to apply the nine-power 
treaty, he turned to Soviet Russia 
and called attention to what he 
said was a threatening situation 
m North Manchuria due to Bus- 
sia's massing troops on the fron- 
tier and strengthening her air 
force in the Far East. 
"We are unable to understand 
what these war-like preparations 
mean," he said. "The situation is 
becoming serious. Russia la con- 
centrating four divisions In Siberia 
or. the Manchurian border.

OF DRUG HABIT BELIEVED 


DISCOVERED BY SCIENTISTS

A treatment which its discoverers 
believe will cure any drug arddict 
who has no complicating illness 
and who wants to be cured was re- 
ported today to tho national acad- 
emy of sciences. 


It consists essentially of treat- 
ing the drug addict with chem- 
icals which counteract the effects 
of the drug on h'j system. The 
announcement was the first public 
indication that the treatment, al- 
ready used successfully In experi- 
ments, could be applied to addicts 
in general. 
It was made before 


the academy's annual meeting by 
Dr. Wilbur D. Bancroft, Vr. R. S. 
Outsell and J. E. Rutzler, Pr., of 
Cornell University. 


The treatment was made possible 
by first learning how drugs and 
chemicals act on the cells of the 
brain. Bancroft and his co-work- 
ers 
discovered 
that 
morphine 
thickens, or coagulates, the pro- 


teins (n these cells. 
This effect 
persists a'fter the Influence of a 
dose of the drug wears off, caus- 
ing the qravlng for another and 
the gradual formation of the hab- 
it, 


They found that sodium rhodan- 
nate acts as an antidote and thins 
out the thickened proteins again, 
doing away-with the craving and 
so ending the habit. The first ex- 
perimental cure of a morphine ad- 
dict was reported by Bancroft and 
his co-workers In January. Their 
work since then apparently has 
shown that1 they wore on tho right 
track. 
It is Important, Bancroft said, 
that a drug erddlet should actually 
wish to be cured. ''If a man is 
dow. 
and out after his treatment, 
he will probably relapse. If he Is 
a criminal addict and his friends 
take drugs, he will probable re- 
lapse. Ho will not relapse because 
of tremendous depression or an
